Payments At Once

The exact terms are still a seerct, 
but the Belgrade newspaper Politika 
this morning estimates that it will 
cost 200,000,000 gold crowns and 76,-

about £3,000000. The gold crown 
was u Hungarian coin in use until the 
end of the Jast war. Its value for the 
purposes of the ngreement now 
reached was probably fixed during
